1. A preliminary amendment was filed on July 2 1 , 3006. 

Claims 10-11, 13 have been canceled. Claims 1-9, 12, 14-21 are pending. 

2. Election/Restriction 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I. Claims 5, 9, 18, drawn to pipcridinyl compounds, compositions and 

method of use hereof, classified in class 546 subclass 197. If this group is 
elected, a further election of a single disclosed species is also required. 
Claims 1-4, 6-8, 14-17, 19-21 reading on m=l can be prosecuted together 
with the election. 

Group II. Claims 2, 15, drawn to azepinyl compounds, compositions and method of 
use hereof, classified in class 540 subclass various depending on species 
election. If this group is elected, a further election of a single disclosed 
species is also required. Claims 1, 3-4, 6-8, 14, 16-17, 19-21 reading on 
m=2 can be prosecuted together with the election. 

Group III. Claims 1, 3-4, 6-8, 14, 16-17, 19-21, remaining m=0, drawn to 

compounds, compositions and method of use hereof, classified in class 
548 subclass various depending on species election. If this group is 
elected, a further election of a single disclosed species is also required. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 

Compounds of groups I-III differ in elements, bonding arrangement and chemical 
properties to such an extend that one having ordinary skill would not consider such structural 
diversified compounds to be one class of invention. The search for each group is not require for 
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another group and not co-extensive of each other. It would be a burden to search such diversity 
of classes and subclasses of chemically independent structure were restriction not made.
